Ana down to depression - Bill forecast to pass north 


PHILIPSBURG—Tropical 
Storm Ana was downgraded 
back to a relatively small 
tropical depression Sunday 
night and was forecast to 
pass South of the local 
area early this morning, 
with the Meteorological 
Service of the Netherlands 
Antilles expecting showers, 
possible thunderstorms and 
somewhat rough seas for St. 
Maarten, Statia and Saba. A 
small craft advisory went 
into effect last night. 
Meanwhile, Tropical Storm 
Bill was gaining strength 
in the Atlantic and was 
expected to become a large 
hurricane that preliminary 
forecast tracks had passing 


North of the islands on 
Thursday. 

The poorly defined centre 
of Tropical Depression 
Ana was located yesterday 
at 11:00pm near latitude 
16.0 North and longitude 
61.2 West or about 25 
miles (40km) Southeast of 
Guadeloupe. It was moving 
West-Northwest near 
26mph and on this track it 
would enter the Northeast 
Caribbean today, Monday. 
Maximum sustained winds 
remained near 35mph 
(55 km/hr) with higher 
gusts. Little change in 
strength was forecast 
during the next 24 hours 
and data from an Air Force

Reserve hurricane hunter 
aircraft showed that Ana’s 
circulation had become less 
organised yesterday. If this 
trend continued, Ana could 
degenerate into a tropical 
wave today. 

The minimum central 
pressure reported by the Air 
Force Reserve hurricane 
hunter aircraft was 1008mb 
(29.77 inches). 

Ana was expected to 
produce rainfall amounts of 
two to four inches over the 
Northeast Caribbean islands 
with isolated maximum 
amounts of six inches over 
mountainous terrain. 
Meanwhile, Tropical Storm 
Bill was likely to become 
a hurricane overnight. At 
11:00pm its centre was 
located near latitude 13.4 
North and longitude 41.7 
West or about 1,320 miles 
(2,120 km) East of the 
Eastern Caribbean.

No school duo to the deteriorating

PHILIPSBURG—Thousands of students, 
teachers and other school personnel will 
have to wait one day longer before they can 
officially begin the 2009-2010 academic 
year. 

The Emergency Operations Centre (EOC) 
decided to call off the first day of school, 
Monday, due to the deteriorating weather 
conditions expected as a result of the 
passing of Tropical Depression Ana 
Authorities said it had been decided to keep 
schools closed today “as a precautionary 
measure.” Schools will be open today, 
Tuesday. 


The announcement came on Sunday 
following a meeting of emergency 
management officials chaired by Lt. 
Governor Franklyn Richards, Chairman of 
the Emergency Operations Centre. 

An estimated 20 to 40 mm rainfall is 
expected as a result of Ana, which can 
cause flooding in low lying areas as well 
as poor road conditions due to lingering 
weather conditions as the system passes. 
Most of the schools in St. Maarten are 
located in the St. Peters/South Reward 
area, which is prone to flooding during 
heavy downpours.

It is a hot summer day late in 
2005 and passengers on the 
boat called “Trik Pony’ know 
that something is wrong. The 
boat has begun to take on water 
and their captain has abandoned 
ship, taking the only safety craft 
on board, claiming that he was 
going on shore for help. 

More than four hours have 
passed and the passengers are 
becoming more desperate. They 
know that if help does not arrive 
soon they could all drown. The 
sails on their leaky craft is tom 
and the vessel weighed down by 
the weight of the passengers and 
now water is drifting aimlessly 
in the waters of the Caribbean. 
A few among the 62 men, 
women and children on board 
can swim and begin to prepare 
themselves for a possible 
swim to shore. Unfortunately, 
the shore is no where in sight. 
They are 40 miles away from 
the nearest piece of land in St 
Maarten, panic begins to set in. 
Suddenly, there is a glimmer 
of hope. One of the female 
passengers from Dominica 
eagerly peers at her mobile 
phone, the only one on the entire 
boat. She has some signal. As 
anxious passengers look on, 
she dials a number and within 
moments she is patched through 
to the ST Maarteen police. 
Within minutes, a coast 
helicopter and police boat are 
dispatched to search for the 
distressed vessel. It is soonfound 
and after about one hour , the 
relieved passengers are towed 
to shore. The captain and his 
mbber dinghy are also located 
and he is hauled off to jail. 
Their joy at rescue is however 
short-lived. Within a day of 


being rescued, the 52 Haitians 
and 10 Dominicans are on a 
chartered flight to Dominica. 
The dramatic sea rescue was 
front page news in St Maarten, 
where the passengers were 
been smuggled to. This was 
nothing new to the St Maarten 
authorities. They already had 
confirmation from Dominica 
that there was an organized 
human trafficking trade centered 
in Dominica. What was different 
this time though was the large 
number of Haitians involved. 
The authorities in St Maarten 
were already making noises 
about the large number of 
undocumented immigrants in 
their country. 

This time they were 
determined to act swiftly to 
put an end to this new threat. 
Before the heavy flow of 
largely Haitian immigrants 
through Dominica in 2004 
and 2005, several thousand 
Dominicans had already moved 
to that Island. Many in search 
of better opportunities in a 
country famed for its duty-free 
shopping and hordes of tourists. 
In the past, the authorities 
had complained bitterly to 
Dominica about it inability 
to stop the flow of migrants 
pointing to the ease with which 
visitors could enter Dominica. 
They wanted action and were 
determined to fight to prevent 
the problem from escalating. 
In April 2005, they had 
requested and got talks with the 
Dominica government on the 
human smuggling issue. Talks 
followed a case in which the 
captain and a crew member, both 
from Dominica, of L’Eternel 
est Grand had to appear in court 
on human smuggling charges. 


The boat had been packed 
with more than 40 persons 
and two persons had drowned. 
The captain was subsequently 
found guilty and sentenced. 
In June of that same year, 
another boat captain from 
Dominica Jeremiah Flerin of 
the Dominica-registered boat 
Liberty was found guilty of 
human smuggling and sentenced 
to an unconditional jail penalty 
of four years. Four of the boat’s 
51 passengers were from the 
Dominican Republic, 45 came 
from Haiti, while the captain 
and his assistant were Dominica 
nationals. The boat was only 
registered to hold 5 persons. 
Their response would now be 
aimed at both the unwanted 
immigrants risking their lives 
to come by sea and those who 
were coming legally disguised 
as tourists, and had taken up 
residence in St Maarteen. Up 
to that point, Dominicans 
and most other visitors could 
enter the Dutch side of St 
Maarten without entry visas. 
In January of 2006 through 
the Franco-Dutch Treaty, the 
authorities sought to control 
persons entering St. Maarten/ 
St. Martin (St Maarten is 
Dutch and St Martin French). 
Visa restrictions were imposed 
for nationals of Dominica, 
Jamaica, Guyana and Suriname. 
By the time the visa restrictions 
came into effect, there were 
already approximately 2, 568 
Dominicans residing in St. 
Maarten from a population of 
about 20 000 undocumented 
immigrants, from over 
one hundred countries. 
Haitians led the way with 
the most undocumented 
immigrants followed by 


the Dominica Republic, 
Dominica and then Jamaica. 
The number of undocumented 
migrants from Dominica 
living in St Maarten is about 
twice the number of those 
legally registered. In the 1998 
elections in that country, 577 
Dominicans were registered to 
vote with a further 500 believed 
to be living there legally. 
These estimates would put the 
number of Dominicans residing 
in St Maarten at about 3 600 
or approximately 4 percent 
of that country’s population. 
The authorities have also 
moved more aggressively to 
return undocumented migrants 
to their home countries. In 
2004, more than 311 were 
sent back including 47 from 
Dominica. During 2005 - 2008, 
a further 186 were repatriated 
to Dominica. It is widely 
believed that a significant 
number of those sent back 
reentered the county illegally 


using boats from Dominica. 
In addition to immigration 
control, the authorities have 
instituted a more stringent 
employment permit policy, 
which the country’s labor 
commissioner said was 
geared towards reducing the 
exploitation of foreign labor and 
promoting the hiring of locals. 
While the active trade in human 
smuggling has been largely 
curtailed, the daily challenges 
of Dominicans residing in 
St Maarten continues. For 
many who left their country 
in search of better living 
conditions, it has been a 
difficult journey, one made all 
the more challenging with the 
onslaught of the global crisis. 
However, unless the economic 
situation in Dominica improves, 
it is likely that many will 
continue to risk life and limb as 
they go in search of a better life 
just across the sun drenched 
horizon. Q 


The time has come lor an airline 
passenger Bill of Rights 

Two years have come and gone since Senator Barbara Boxer 
of California (D) and Senator Olympia Snowe of Maine (R) 
proposed federal legislation that would prevent the type of 
ugly scenario experienced by the 47 passengers stranded 
on the tarmac overnight just over a week ago in Rochester, 
Minnesota. The legislation was introduced to the U.S. Senate 
after the JetBlue fiasco at John F. Kennedy International 
Airport in New York in February, 2007. During a winter 
storm more than 1,000 JetBlue passengers were held hostage 
on several aircraft for hour-after-hour, including a flight 
bound for Aruba that sat for more than 11 hours before being 
canceled. 

Since that day and the introduction of legislation from one 
Democratic and one Republican senator the U.S. Senate has 
done nothing. It is widely believed that lobbyists for the 
airline industry have been largely responsible for preventing 
any action to date. Consumer rights organizations are hopeful 
that the Rochester delay on a cramped ExpressJet 50-seat 
regional jet with one smelly, overflowing bathroom and no 
food or drink for six hours will get the legislation moving in 
earnest when Congress reconvenes next month. ExpressJet 
is a Continental Airlines regional airline partner. 

In an editorial last week the San Jose Mercury News suggested 
how to get the Senate moving: “How about putting all 100 
senators on a jet and leaving them out on the tarmac until 
they vote. Toss in a few moms with babies and two-year- 
olds to keep them company,” said the newspaper’s editorial 
writer. Additionally, the Mercury News said, “If Dick Cheney 
ordered this, we’d call it torture.” 

It is abundantly clear that the U.S. airline industry cannot 
be expected to legislate itself, and it is long overdue for the 
U.S. Senate to take action so that passengers no longer have 
to suffer unnecessarily during flight delays. The expectation 
is that government action will specify how many hours 
passengers may be kept on an aircraft as well as lay out 
specifics about the use of gates and terminals in the event of 
a diverted flight. □

WASHINGTON - The Treasury Department says the value of 
loans held by the largest banks getting government bailout support 
fell for a fifth consecutive month in June. 

The department says the average value of loan balances at the 22 
largest institutions who received government support dropped 1.1 
percent following a decline of 0.2 percent in May. 

The government survey did find that the amount in new loans 
originated rose 12.7 percent following a 1.4 percent increase in 
May. 

The monthly survey monitors the impact the bailout program is 
having on the goal of boosting loans to consumers and businesses. 
The banks that have received support include Citigroup Inc. and 
Bank of America Corp.Q 

labor Day air travel seen falling: trade 
group 

CHICAGO (Reuters) - The number of passengers on U.S. airlines 
during the Labor Day holiday will likely decline this year as the 
recession erodes budgets, but planes will be full and fares are 
inching higher, experts said on Monday. 

The Labor Day travel forecast from the Air Transport Association 
(ATA), an industry trade group, said about 3.5 percent fewer 
travelers are expected to fly during the eight-day Labor Day holiday 
period. 

But major capacity cuts in the last year mean planes will be full as 
fewer seats are being flown. 

“Economic uncertainty and persistently high energy prices for 
consumers and businesses continue to impact demand for air 
travel,” ATA Chief Executive James May said in a statement. 

The airline industry has been battered this year by declining demand 
amid the economic recession. Carriers, however, have been rapidly 
downsizing since last year, so planes have remained full even as 
ridership falls. 

The ATA said the projected decline is for a 3.5 percent drop in 
domestic travel and a 3 percent drop in international travel. 

Despite the declining demand, Rick Seaney, chief executive of 
FareCompare.com, sees some recovery in ticket prices — still down 
from a year ago — as the peak summer travel season ends. 

“I think they’re definitely firming,” Seaney said. 

Earlier this year, Seaney noted longer and deeper fare sales as airline 
sought to fill planes during the summer. Sales are less aggressive 
now, but he said airlines still are taking every stop possible to make 
sure demand does not slip after summer. 

Seaney said an ongoing fare sale by JetBlue Airways Corp 
that allows unlimited travel for $599 for one month is a prime 
example. 

“I think you’ll see a lot more of those marketing schemes to try 
to make sure that September doesn’t end up being a disaster,” he 
saidQ 

VIK fear gauge jumps 15 percent as 
stocks tumble 

NEW YORK (Reuters) - The CBOE Volatility Index (.VIX) 
jumped more than 15 percent on Monday as U.S. stocks tumbled 
on renewed concerns about the potential strength of the economic 
recovery. 

The widely-watched VIX, considered to be Wall Street’s fear gauge, 
often moves inversely to the broad S&P 500 index (.SPX). Major 
U.S. stock market indexes were down more than 2 percent shortly 
after the opening bell.Q 


Stocks tumble as Investors 
worry about consumers

NEW YORK - Investors ’ rising 
fears about consumer spending 
are turning stocks into a risky 
investment again. 

Stocks fell by the sharpest 
amount in six weeks and 
Treasury prices soared Monday 
as investors around the world 
feared that consumers are too 
anxious to spend the economy 
into recovery. The losses on 
stock exchanges extended the 
heavy selling that began Friday 
with a disappointing reading 
on consumer confidence. And 
bond investors, once again 
searching for a safe investment, 
bought heavily into Treasurys. 
The Dow Jones industrials fell 
165 points, while overseas, the 
Shanghai stock market tumbled 
almost 6 percent and the major 
indexes in Europe fell more 
than 1 percent. 

Stocks slid across all industries 
as investors worried that 
consumers’ reluctance to spend 
will hurt corporate earnings. 
Many companies’ second- 
quarter results were boosted by 
cost-cutting, not higher sales, 
and the fear is that without a 
pickup in sales, earnings will 
fall. 

While other parts of the 
economy, including housing 
and manufacturing, are showing 
signs of progress, the country 
cannot have a strong recovery 
unless consumers are spending 
more freely. Their spending 
accounts for more than two- 
thirds of U.S. economic 
activity. 

Traders got more bad news 
about the consumer Monday 
when home improvement 
retailer Lowe’s Cos. said poor 
weather and cautious dpending 
caused sales to fall 19 percent 
in the second quarter. The 
company’s results missed 
analysts’ forecasts. 

The market’s reaction to news 
of a reluctant consumer had 
many questioning whether a 
five-month rally was way too 


optimistic. At its recent high 
the S&P 500 index had climbed 
almost 50 percent from a 12- 
year low in early March. 

Joe Saluzzi, co-head of equity 
trading at Themis Trading LLC, 
said the market had risen too 
far and that the selling was 
warranted. 

“The economics obviously 
don’t support where we’ve 
been,” he said. 

Other analysts were more 
upbeat, saying some retreat was 
to be expected. 

“We have come an awful long 
way. To not expect a sell-off 
after the degree of increase — I 
think you’re dreaming,” said 
John Merrill, chief investment 
officer of Tanglewood Wealth 
Management in Houston. 

In midaftemoon trading, the 
Dow fell 164.67, or 1.8 percent, 
to 9,156.73. The broader 
Standard & Poor’s 500 index fell 
21.82, or 2.2 percent, to 982.27, 
while Nasdaq composite index 
fell 49.43, or 2.5 percent, to 
1,936.09. 

It was the biggest drop for 
major stock indexes since July 
2, when a weak employment 
report fanned worries about the 
economy. The indexes fell more 
than 2.5 percent. 

About 2,700 stocks fell while 
only 315 rose on the New York 
Stock Exchange, where volume 
came to 655.1 million shares

compared with 594 million 
shares traded Friday. 

The Chicago Board Options 
Exchange’s Volatility Index, 
also known as the market’s fear 
index, surged 13.2 percent. The 
VIX rose 3.20 to 27.47. It is 
down 31 percent in 2009 and its 
historical average is 18 to 20. 
It hit a record 89.5 in October 
at the height of the financial 
crisis. 

Meanwhile, the yield on the 
benchmark 10-year Treasury 
note, which moves opposite its 
price, fell to 3.49 percent from 
3.57 percent late Friday. 
Overseas, China’s main market 
fell 5.8 percent as investors 
worried that stocks had risen 
too quickly and the government 
would tighten bank lending 
policies. Japan’s Nikkei stock 
average fell 3.1 percent as 
investors weren’t satisfied 
by news that the country had 
emerged from recession in the 
second quarter. 

In Europe, Britain’s FTSE 100 
fell 1.5 percent, Germany’s 
DAX index lost 2 percent, 
and France’s CAC-40 fell 2.2 
percent. 

Stocks slid Friday following 
a sharp drop in the Reuters/ 
University of Michigan 
consumer sentiment index, 
which followed a surprisingly 
weak July retail sales report from 
the Commerce Department.

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Fed survey: bank lending tight through mid-2010

WASHINGTON-TheFederal 
Reserve said Monday most 
banks expect their lending 
to remain tight through the 
second half of next year, with 
the exception of mortgage 
standards, which already are 
loosening a bit. 

The Fed’s latest survey of 
loan officers found that 
about 20 percent of U.S. 
banks tightened their lending 
standards on prime home 
mortgages in the April-June 
quarter, down from around 50 
percent in the previous quarter 
and a peak of about 75 percent 
a year ago. 

Meanwhile, 45 percent of 
banks say they tightened 
standards on nontraditional 
mortgages, such as adjustable- 
rate loans with multiple 
payment options, down from 
65 percent in the previous 
survey. 

Around 35 percent of U.S. 
banks reported tightening their 
lending standards for credit 
cards, down from nearly 60 
percent in the first quarter. 
Getting banks hurt by the 
financial crisis to boost 
lending is critical to a sustained 
economic recovery. 

Demand for prime mortgages 
has begun to revive, posting its 
first increase in the January- 
March quarter since the Fed 
began to track those loans 
separately in April 2007. 

The uptick in mortgage 
demand comes as rates rose 
last week. Rates on 30-year 
home loans remained above 5 
percent, at 5.29 percent, after 
reaching a record low earlier 
this year. 

The Fed survey was based on 
the responses of 55 domestic 
banks and 23 U.S. offices of 
foreign banks. 

Most of the banks polled 
expect their standards for 
all types of loans to remain 
tighter than average levels 
over the past decade through at 
least the second half of 2010. 
For businesses and families 
with tarnished credit, that is 
expected to continue into “the 
foreseeable future” for many 
banks, the Fed reported. 

In other lending, around 45 
percent of banks surveyed said 
they tightened standards on 
commercial real estate loans 


over the last three months, 
down from 65 percent in the 
previous quarter. 

While banks’ losses on home 
mortgages appear to be 
leveling off, delinquencies on 
commercial real estate loans 
remain a hot spot of potential 
trouble, experts say. Many 
regional banks hold large 
numbers of them. 

A dramatic example was 
Colonial BancGroup Inc., 
a big lender in real estate 
development that failed and 


was shut down by regulators 
on Friday — the biggest U.S. 
bank to collapse this year with 
about $25 billion in assets. 
Montgomery, Ala.-based 

Colonial was a major lender 
to developers in Florida and 
Nevada and was hit hard by 
the collapse of the real estate 
market in those states. Its 
failure is expected to cost the 
federal insurance fund around 
$2.8 billion. 

The Fed on Monday extended 
through March 31 the duration 


of a program intended to spur 
lending to consumers and 
small businesses at lower 
rates, though it said it had no 
plans to expand the types of 
loans being made. 

The Term Asset-Backed 
Securities Loan Facility 
figures prominently in the 
government’s efforts to ease 
credit, stabilize the financial 
system and help end the 
recession. Under the TALF, 
investors use the funds to buy 
securities backed by auto and 


student loans, credit cards, 
business equipment and loans 
guaranteed by the Small 
Business Administration. 
Commercial mortgage-backed 
securities, which were added 
to TALF in mid-June, were 
extended through June 30 
because issuing new securities 
in that area “can take a 
significant amount of time to 
arrange,” according to a joint 
news release from the Fed and 
the Treasury Department.□

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The Untimely Demise of the F-22

Washington (The Weekly Standard) Vol. 014, Issue 45 - 
8/17/2009 - In his farewell address, President Eisenhower 
warned “against the acquisition of unwarranted influence, 
whether sought or unsought, by the military-industrial 
complex.” Last month, John McCain invoked that warning 
as he fought alongside the Obama administration and 
Senate Democrats to strip a relatively paltry $1.75 billion 
in funding for the Lockheed Martin F-22 A Raptor out of 
the defense authorization bill, delivering the death blow to 
a program that currently produces the world’s only fifth- 
generation fighter. 

Just 183 F-22s have been built, and after another 4 are 
completed this year, the production line will be shut down 
for good. A fleet of that size “puts execution of our current 
national military strategy at high risk in the near to mid¬ 
term,” General John Corley, commander of Air Combat 
Command, told Senator Saxby Chambliss in a letter in 
June. A few weeks before that, Air Force chief of staff 
General Norton A. Schwartz appeared before the Senate 
Armed Services Committee and characterized the risk to 
national security from halting F-22 procurement at 187 as 
“moderate to high.” And in April retired General Richard 
Hawley, a former commander of Air Combat Command, 
told a Senate committee that the administration’s 
recommendation to kill the F-22 “rests on an assertion that 
we cannot afford to equip our airmen, on whom we rely to 
gain and maintain air superiority, with the best weapons 
that our defense industrial base has developed.” 
The Air Force had initially planned to purchase some 750 
of the super-stealthy jet fighter, but that number steadily 
dwindled as costs skyrocketed and delays mounted—a 
“death spiral” that now seems to afflict every Air Force 
procurement program but is most acutely felt in the 
development and production of jet fighters. 
More than $60 billion has been spent on the research, 
development, and procurement of the F-22, putting the per 
unit cost of each aircraft at roughly $340 million. But the 
marginal cost of buying one additional aircraft has come 
down to (just!) $138 million, and the Center for Strategic 
and International Studies estimated that a larger order of 
70 additional aircraft could have brought that number 
down to $70 million a pop. 

Yet when Secretary of Defense Robert Gates went to 
Chicago last month to make the administration’s case for 
killing the program (and several others), he didn’t portray 
the F-22 as unaffordable—just unnecessary. Gates said the 
administration wanted to end F-22 production in favor 
of another jet, the F-35 Lightning II Joint Strike Fighter, 
which has yet to enter production. “If properly supported, 


the F-35 will be the backbone of America’s tactical aviation 
fleet for decades to come,” Gates said in the speech, “if- 
-and it’s a big if—money is not drained away to spend on 
other aircraft.” 

Opponents of the F-22 were careful to frame the fight 
against continued procurement as a fight against wasteful 
spending and the special interests that profit from it. 
“We do not need these planes,” Obama said in a letter 
to senators from his own party after first the House and 
then the Senate Armed Services Committees voted to 
add funding for the aircraft to a Pentagon budget that 
requested none. Obama threatened to veto his own defense 
authorization bill if the funding wasn’t stripped out. 
The plane’s critics could offer a litany of reasons for why 
we didn’t need the planes, some more compelling than 
others. The F-22 “has not supported a single mission in 
Iraq or Afghanistan,” Colorado senator Michael Bennet 
said. Oregon Democrat Ron Wyden said more money 
for the F-22 would be “the very definition of government 
waste” and as proof pointed to the fact that the Pentagon, 
which “hasn’t exactly been shy about calling for additional 
weapons, say[s] this is unnecessary.” “It is a cold war 
relic,” declared the military experts who edit the New York 
Times, noting that it was conceived to counter a Soviet 
threat that never materialized. And just days before the 
Senate vote, the administration engineered a Washington 
Post report that quoted one anonymous Pentagon official 
blasting the F-22 as incapable of flying more than an 
average of “1.7 hours before it gets a critical failure.” 

The F-22 was unnecessary because the Air Force doesn’t 
use it, doesn’t want it, and doesn’t need it—and the plane 
doesn’t work anyway. It would be madness not to kill 
the thing and start buying the more affordable, more 
effective, more relevant F-35. Or so the administration 
said. “I reject the notion that we have to waste billions 
of taxpayer dollars on outdated and unnecessary defense 
products to keep this nation secure,” President Obama 
said in a celebratory address from the Rose Garden 
after F-22 funding was defeated in the Senate. But just 
two days later, Congressional Quarterly reported the 
existence of a Pentagon study showing that the F-35, the 
plane Gates said would be “the backbone of America’s 
tactical aviation fleet for decades to come,” was running 
some two years behind schedule—it won’t move out of 
development and into production until 2016 at the earliest. 
In May the Government Accountability Office estimated 
that U.S. investment in the F-35 would total “more than 
$300 billion to develop and procure 2,456 aircraft over the 
next 25 years.” That works out to about $122 million and 
change for each aircraft. Allied militaries are expected to 


buy at least 700 additional F-35s. The jet will come in at 
least five variants: a conventional fighter for the Air Force, 
a short takeoff, vertical-landing variant for the Marines, a 
carrier version for the Navy, and export versions of the Air 
Force and Marines variants. Not surprisingly, a program 
this complicated has already entered its own death spiral- 
-the estimated cost of the program has risen 45 percent 
since 2001, and Congress has already responded by 
trimming the total procurement by more than 500 planes. 
This latest two-year delay could cost an additional $7.4 
billion according to the Pentagon’s report—assuming, 
of course, that there are no further delays or overruns. 
But even if by some miracle the defense industry is able to 
deliver the F-35 on budget and on time from here on out, 
the F-35 will never be able to do what the F-22 does. The 
F-35 will be a more versatile plane, capable of operating 
from a wide variety of platforms and performing a more 
diverse set of missions—including a far more robust 
close-air support function. But it is not a pure air- to-air 
fighter like the F—22. After the Senate vote, General Peter 
Pawling, who moved to the staff of U.S. Pacific Command 
earlier this year after serving as commander of the Hawaii 
Air National Guard’s 154th Wing, told Aviation Week’s 
David Fulghum that he was “still planning on getting 
those airplanes.” “There is nothing out there that can 
fly against it,” Pawling said. “If we had a major conflict 
[against someone with advanced air defenses], I can’t 
imagine going in there with anything but an F-22.” 
Indeed, that same day Fulghum quoted another Air Force 
official, this one identified only as a “senior intelligence 
officer.” “The F-35 is not an F-22 by a long shot,” he told 
Fulghum, “there’s no way it’s going to penetrate Chinese 
Air Defenses if there’s ever a clash.” Concerns about 
the F-35’s ability to penetrate sophisticated air defenses 
center on doubts about just how stealthy the plane will be. 
A study published earlier this year by Air Power Australia 
(Australia is one of the F-35 partner countries) concluded 
that the Joint Strike Fighter is “demonstrably not a true 
stealth aircraft in the sense of designs like the F-l 17A, B- 
2A, and F-22A.” The F-22 can also fly higher, faster, and 
farther than the F-35 and all while carrying twice as many 
air-to-air weapons in stealth mode. 

Which may explain why some potential customers for the 
F-35, including Japan, Australia, and Israel, have expressed 
interest in purchasing the F-22 instead and have lobbied 
the U.S. government to repeal a statute prohibiting export 
of the fighter. The Japanese in particular have pushed for 
access to the F-22—even though the U.S. government put 
the price for just 40 planes at $ 11.6 billion, or $290 million 
per aircraft. □

“Let’s not say we’re doing 
health reform without a public 
option,” he added in a slap at 
the administration’s latest 
move. 

Obama and his top aides 
signaled retreat over the 
weekend on proposals for 
a provision under which 
consumers could choose from 
health insurance policies sold 
by the federal government 
as well as those marketed by 
private companies. 

“All I’m saying is, though, that 
the public option, whether we 
have it or we don’t have it, is 
not the entirety of health care 
reform,” the president told a 
town hall-style audience in 
Colorado on Saturday. “This 
is just one sliver of it, one 
aspect of it.” 

The government option has 
emerged as one of the most 
contentious elements of 
legislation taking shape in 
Congress, with critics saying 
it is a step toward a federal 
takeover of health care and 
supporters arguing it is 
essential to create competition 
with private firms that provide 
health insurance. 

Proposals for creation 
of nonprofit cooperative 
ventures have emerged as an 
alternative, but so far, neither 
liberals nor conservatives 


have shown great interest. 

The United States is the only 
developed nation that does 
not have a comprehensive 
national health care plan for all 
its citizens. About 47 million 
of America’s 300 million 
population are without health 
insurance. 

Obama made his remarks as he 
struggled to regain momentum 
for a health care overhaul that 
has generated controversy 
among Democrats and near 
unanimous opposition among 
Republicans. Recent polls 


show a lessening of support, 
and the administration and 
its allies were thrown on the 
defensive earlier this month 
when angry protesters turned 
up at widely publicized town 
hall events held by Democratic 
lawmakers. 

The bill faces numerous 
obstacles when lawmakers 
return to the capital in early 
September. 

In the House, where Democrats 
hold a 256-178 majority, 
passage of legislation will 
hinge on the ability of the 


administration and Democratic 
leaders to satisfy liberals who 
favor a robust government 
option and centrists who prefer 
the co-op approach. 

Because they cannot 
realistically count on any 
Republican votes, the margin 
for error is reduced. 

At the same time, House 
leaders want to protect their 
rank-and-file centrists, who 
tend to come from districts that 
swing between Democrats and 
Republicans in elections. The 
centrists’ victories in 2006 and 


2008 helped give the party its 
large majority. 

There are similar Democratic 
divisions in the Senate, where 
the party controls 60 seats 
to 40 for the Republicans. 
A bipartisan group of six 
senators has been meeting 
for weeks on a possible 
compromise that would not 
include a government option. 
It is not clear whether they 
will be successful in reaching 
a final agreement. 

While the president says he 
favors a bipartisan approach, 
he has also said it may 
ultimately be necessary for 
Democrats to produce a bill 
more to their own liking. 

Jim Manley, spokesman for 
Senate Majority Leader Harry 
Reid, said the lawmaker 
“supports a public option” 
because it could keep insurance 
companies in check. 

“But he also knows that 60 
votes will be needed to get 
anything done. Senator Reid 
recognizes there are different 
proposals on the table 
that could accomplish this 
goal,” the spokesman said, a 
clear reference to the co-op 
alternative. 

Liberals in and out of Congress 
were careful not to criticize 
Obama directly, but they 
made clear their unhappiness 
with his latest move.Q

WASHINGTON (AP)—The White House 
is hosting an immigration discussion 
Thursday with advocates, religious groups, 
businesses and law enforcers as part of 
an effort to bring all parties to the heated 
debate into one room. 

Homeland Security Secretary Janet 
Napolitano will lead the discussion, said 
an official who spoke on condition of 
anonymity because the meeting is not 
public. 

Homeland Security spokesman Matt 
Chandler said Napolitano has been holding 
similar meetings across the country during 
the past few weeks. He said Napolitano 
thinks it is important to speak directly 
to the people who are affected by the 
department’s policies. 

Last week President Barack Obama said 
immigration reform is important, but other 
priorities such as his health care overhaul 


and financial regulation must come first. 
Obama said he expects to see draft 
legislation for an overhaul in the 
immigration rules by the end of the year, 
but changing the system will have to wait 
until next year. The immigration system is 
undeniably broken, he said, and he expects 
there will be a fight over how to change 
it. 

It has been a roller coaster ride for 
immigrant rights advocates pushing for 
change during the past few years. When 
a call to action came in 2006, more than 
a million people nationwide marched in 
solidarity to fight a bill considered anti¬ 
immigrant. Since then, two legislative 
attempts failed. 

Napolitano said last week that her 
department’s job is to enforce the 
immigration laws currently on the books. 
She said, “When the law changes, we 
will be prepared to enforce that law as 
well.”Q 
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Official says he suspended use of arrest quotas

LOS ANGELES (AP) — The 
head of Immigration and 
Customs Enforcement said 
Monday the agency is no 
longer using arrest quotas in 
a program aimed at tracking 
down immigrants who have 
ignored court orders to leave 
the country. 

John Morton, assistant 
secretary of homeland security 
for ICE, told reporters that 
eliminating the quotas in 
the program was one of the 
changes he has made since 
taking office this year. 

Morton declined to state how 
widespread the use of quotas 
was previously or which 
quotas he suspended. He said 
the change would not affect 
the agency’s work to find and 
arrest immigrants who do not 
heed their deportation orders. 
“I just don’t think that a law 
enforcement program should 


be based on a hard number 
that must be met at the end of 
the day,” Morton said. “I just 
don’t think that’s a good way 
to go about it and so we don’t 
have quotas anymore.” 
Agency records from ICE’s 
fugitive operations program 
show that beginning in 2004, 
teams were assigned to arrest 
at least 125 so-called fugitive 
immigrants. In 2006, each 
team’s quota was increased to 
1,000 fugitive arrests. 

An internal ICE report released 
earlier this year showed 
that agents arrested two 
dozen Latinos at a Maryland 
convenience store in 2007 
after their supervisor told 
them to boost arrests because 
they were behind reaching 
their goal. 

ICE’s fugitive operations 
teams made more than 34,000 
arrests during the 2008 fiscal 
year, more than double the 
number of arrests made two 


years earlier. 

Morton, who spoke with 
reporters on a two-day visit 
to Southern California, said 
the teams would increasingly 
focus on finding immigrants 
with criminal backgrounds. 
Karen Tumlin, a staff attorney 
with the National Immigration 
Law Center, said a key concern 
has been agents’ practice 
of arresting undocumented 
immigrants with no prior 
contact with law enforcement 
while out trying to track down 
criminals. 

“Having a quota system really 
drove a lot of that profiling and 
inappropriate enforcement,” 
Tumlin said. “It could be a 
positive sign. It is one of those 
only time will tell.” 

Morton also said he expects 
a relatively new program that 
lets local law enforcement 
check arrestees’ immigration 
status eventually could reduce 
the need to train local officers 


Feds: US company hired 
undocumented workers

SEATTLE (AP) — Federal prosecutors 
filed criminal charges Monday against a 
Washington state manufacturing company 
where 28 people were arrested during a 
February immigration raid. 
Bellingham-based Yamato Engines 
Specialists was charged with conspiring to 
encourage undocumented immigrants to 
remain in the United States between 2006 
and 2009. Prosecutors also charged two 
employees with allowing undocumented 
workers to file false employment forms with 
the government. 

The raid at Yamato was the first since 
President Barack Obama took office and 
attracted national attention. Obama had 
signaled a desire to stop arresting workers in 
mass immigration raids and instead focus on 
prosecuting the companies that hired them. 
Calls to Yamato Engine and to lawyers for 
employees Shafique Dhanani and Shirin 
Dhanani Makalai were not immediately 
returned Monday. The employees were 
expected to plead guilty on Tuesday. 


Of the 28 people arrested, 24 were given 
temporary permission to work in the United 
States while they help with the investigation. 
Three were released for humanitarian 
purposes, and a fourth agreed to leave 
the country. The majority of the men and 
women arrested were from Mexico, while 
others were from El Salvador, Honduras and 
Guatemala. 

At the time of the raid, U.S. Immigration 
and Customs Enforcement officials said the 
workers obtained the jobs using fake Social 
Security numbers and other counterfeit 
documents. 

Makalai and Dhanani are members of the 
family who owns the company. 

In February, Makalai said she did not 
knowingly hire illegal immigrants. She said 
the raid came after months of cooperating with 
ICE on an audit, which included providing 
employee rosters to federal authorities. 

In July, the agency began notifying hundreds 
of businesses around the country of plans 
to audit employment eligbility verification 
forms. Makalai has said that her company 
had cooperated through all audits.Q

to run immigration checks in 
jails. 

The program, dubbed “Secure 
Communities”, gives local 
law enforcement access to 
an immigration database. 
That way, when an arrestee’s 
fingerprints are taken, their 
immigration history is checked 
along with their criminal 
background. ICE aims to 
finish rolling out the program 
nationwide in 2013. 
Immigrant advocates said 
they worry that both Secure 
Communities and the j ail check 
program can lead local police 
to carry out minor arrests 
with the intent of checking a 
person’s immigration status. 
On Monday, ICE reported that 
10 people died in the agency’s 
custody whose names were not 


included on its list of detainee 
deaths. The omission was 
discovered after a freedom 
of information request, the 
agency reported. 

David Shapiro, an attorney 
with the American Civil 
Liberties Union’s National 
Prison Project, said the failure 
to report detainee deaths 
shows a lack of accountability. 
The update pushes the total 
number of detainee deaths to 
104. 

“This forces us to question 
even further whether there are 
still more deaths that somehow 
have gone unaccounted for,” 
Shapiro said in a statement. 

In response to the omission, 
Morton called for a review of 
the agency’s documents and 
databases. □

The government said Monday 
that dealers have submitted 
requests for rebates that total 
$1.6 billion — more than half 
of the money provided to the 
program — through the online 
system set up to process and 
pay the claims. The program 
has led to more than 390,000 
vehicle sales. 

Rep. Joe Sestak, D-Pa., who is 
challenging Pennsylvania Sen. 
Arlen Specter in the state’s 
Democratic primary, urged 
President Barack Obama to 
increase staffing levels in a 
letter Sunday. Sestak wrote 
that many dealers face a loss 
on each transaction until the 
government reimburses them. 
“Carrying a loss for an 
extended period will put them 
out of business — meaning 
more lost jobs,” Sestak wrote. 
With the increased staffing, 


the government’s work force 
is much larger than originally 
anticipated. A week before 
Cash for Clunkers formally 
began July 27, NHTSA 
estimated it would need just 30 
new hires and 200 contractor 
workers to handle the program 
over a six month period, 
according to the guidelines 
drafted by the agency. 

But dealers flooded the online 
reimbursement system shortly 
after the program began, 
overwhelming the computer 
system and staff set up to 
process the deals. That led to 
big delays for dealers trying 
to file the paperwork they 
needed to get paid back for 
the rebates. 

Under the program, car buyers 
are eligible for vouchers of 
$3,500 or $4,500 depending 
on the fuel efficiency of the 
vehicles they trade in and buy. 
Dealers subtract the rebate 
from the sales price, and 
then submit paperwork to the 
government certifying the sale 
with the assurance that the 
trade-in will be scrapped. 
NHTSA has told dealers 
they can expect to wait 10 
days to be repaid if their 
paperwork is in order and the 
deal is approved. But if there 
is a problem, dealers must 
resubmit their claim, leading 
to another potential waiting 
period. Dealers typically 
borrow money to put new cars 
on their lots and must repay 
lenders within a few days of 
a sale. 

Government officials have 
said some of the submitted 
paperwork has been 
incomplete or inaccurate, 
leading to delays.Q

SAN JOSE, California (AP) 
— The price tag for fighting 
California wildfires during 
just the past few weeks has 
climbed to more than $60 
million, with the fire season’s 
peak months still looming 
ahead. 

But in a state recently forced 
to make deep budget cuts, pay 
bills with promissary notes 
and order workers to take 
furloughs to close a $24.5 
billion shortfall, funding to 
fight wildfires survived, and 
an emergency reserve even 
went up. Firefighting officials 
also have a multimillion rainy 
day fund to tap into. 

“There is a very serious budget 
problem in California,” Lt. 
Gov. John Garamendi said last 
week as he signed an order 
declaring a state of emergency 
connected to a blaze in 
the Santa Cruz mountains. 
“However, we start with a very 
solid foundation of resources” 
for fighting fires. 

The California Department of 
Forestry and Fire Protection 
has a budget of $519 million 
for the 2009-2010 fiscal year, 
about the same as the previous 
year, said Department of 
Finance Deputy Director H.D. 
Palmer. A fund for emergencies 
increased to $ 182 million from 


$69 million last year. 

During a visit Saturday to 
the Santa Cruz County fire 
command center, Gov. Arnold 
Schwarzenegger said the 
“drama every single year” of 
fighting fires is inevitable, and 
money must be put aside for 
it. 

“Every year we see it coming; 
the question is to what extent,” 
Schwarzenegger said. 

In June, the governor signed 
an executive order exempting 
CalFire employees from the 
statewide furlough program 
for the 2009 and 2010 fire 
seasons. A month earlier, he 
mobilized CalFire to deploy 
additional resources and 
personnel for the department. 
“While we need to find savings 
in virtually all areas of state 
government,” he said in June, 
“it is absolutely critical that 
we operate our firefighting 
operations at full capacity 
to protect lives and property 
from potentially devastating 
wildfires.” 

Last year was one of the 
busiest firefighting seasons 
on record. By mid-August, 
the state had burned through 
$300 million in just six weeks 
of fighting thousands of fires 
around the state. CalFire also 
was borrowing money to fight 
the blazes as the state didn’t 
yet have a budget. 


This year is pretty mild in 
comparison, with fewer 
fires and in more remote 
areas. Historically, however, 
September and October are 
the most critical times of 
the year, when hot off-shore 
winds begin to blow. So there 
still may be trouble ahead. 

On Monday, nearly a 
dozen fires were burning in 
California. Drought, wind, 


lightning, a camp fire and the 
flaming feathers of a hawk 
flying in the wrong place at 
the wrong time are to blame 
for some of them, with the 
causes of others still being 
investigated.

Sheriff: US couple likely killed in dog attack

ATLANTA (AP) — A former college professor 
and his wife were apparently attacked and killed 
by nearly a dozen dogs along a rural northeast 
Georgia road where their bodies were found 
mutilated, authorities said Monday. 

Preliminary autopsy results from the Georgia 
Bureau of Investigation showed Sherry 
Schweder, 65, likely died of injuries suffered 
in a dog attack, Oglethorpe County Sheriff 
Mike Smith said. Autopsy results for her 
husband, Lothar Karl Schweder, 77, were not 
yet available, but Smith said it’s likely he was 
also attacked by dogs because the scene was 
so grisly. 

Smith said officials were going to round up at 
least 11 dogs seen in the area where the couple’s 
mutilated bodies were found Saturday morning 
by five passers-by. 

It wasn’t immediately clear whether the mixed- 
breed dogs, which are to be captured by animal 
control officers from neighboring Madison 
County, were feral or someone’s pets. There 
had been no recent complaints about vicious 
dogs in the area, Smith said. 


Stephanie Shain, a spokeswoman for the 
Humane Society of the United States, said it 
was “uncommon” for people to be bitten to 
death by dogs, citing federal figures that the 
average number of fatal dog bites each year is 
16. 

The bodies were found along a dirt road near 
the couple’s home in Lexington and had been 
there for at least 24 hours before they were 
found, said county coroner James Mathews. 

A family friend told the Athens Banner-Herald 
that Lothar Karl Schweder was a retired 
professor who had taught German at the 
University of Georgia, which is about 20 miles 
(32 kilometers) away in Athens. 

UGA German Department head Martin Kagel 
said he didn’t know Lothar Karl Schweder and 
that no one currently with the department knew 
him. However, he said it might be possible 
Schweder worked there part time or worked 
there more than 20 years ago. 

Sherry Schweder was a bibliographer at the 
university’s library, where she had worked 
since 1974, selecting books and journals for the 
school’s humanities collection, said university 
librarian William Potter.

The blast, which wounded 
more than 130 others, 
undermined Kremlin claims 
that its efforts to bring 
calm and prosperity to the 
impoverished patchwork 
of ethnic groups, clans and 
religions were succeeding. 
It also stoked fears that 
Ingushetia has replaced 
Chechnya as the next 
battleground in the southern 
Russian region. 

In Dagestan, another 
Caucasus republic where 
violence is on the rise, a 
roadside bomb in the capital 
Makhachkala killed one 
policeman and wounded 
three late Monday, said Col. 
Shamil Guseinov, a city 
police commander. 

There was no immediate 
claim of responsibility 
for the attack in Nazran, 
Ingushetia’s main city, which 
left the two-story building 
smoldering and a crater in 
the compound’s courtyard, 
where the attacker detonated 
the bomb. 

Russian President Dmitry 
Medvedev fired Ingushetia’s 
top police official and, in 
unusually harsh comments, 
said police forces were 
as much to blame as the 
attackers themselves. 

“This terrorist attack could 
have been prevented,” he 
said. 

Russian Interior Minister 
Rashid Nurgaliyev attended 



an emergency meeting early 
Tuesday of Ingushetia’s anti¬ 
terrorist committee, the Itar- 
Tass news agency reported. 
He said authorities would 
“take additional measures to 
ensure stability and security 
in the republic” and “deliver 
a blow” to those responsible 
for the attack. 

Ingushetia — more than 
any other North Caucasus 
region — has been reeling 
from militant violence in 
recent months, including a 
suicide bombing that badly 
wounded the Kremlin- 
appointed leader, Yunus-Bek 
Yevkurov. 

Yevkurov blamed militants 
who have battled security 
forces in the forests along 
the mountainous border with 
Chechnya. 

“It was an attempt to 
destabilize the situation 
and sow panic,” he said in 
a statement issued by his 
spokesman. 

Investigators said the attacker 
crashed his truck through 
the gates of city police 
headquarters in Nazran as 
officers were lining up for 
their morning inspection. 
Police fired shots at the truck, 
but failed to stop it. 
Nurgaliyev said experts 
estimated that the explosive 
device in the suicide bomber’s 
vehicle was equivalent to 
about 882 pounds of TNT, 
Itar-Tass reported. 

The blast then triggered a 
fire that raged for hours, 
destroying a weapons 
room where ammunition 
detonated. 

Hours later, rescue teams 
searched for more victims in 
the gutted ruins and wrecked 
vehicles. A nearby apartment 
building and several offices 
were also badly damaged, 
and burned-out cars littered 
the street. 

Emergency officials said 20 
officers were killed and up 
to 138 people were wounded 
and the death toll was likely 
to rise as rescuers find more 
victims. 

At least 62 of those injured 
were hospitalized, including 
24 people who were airlifted 
for treatment in Rostov, 
Vladikavkaz and Moscow, 
Nurgaliyev said. 

Monday’s bombing was the 
deadliest to hit Ingushetia 


since June 21-22, 2004, 
militant attacks that killed 
nearly 90 people, mainly 
police officers. 

The attack poses a serious 
challenge to the Kremlin 
and its policies in the largely 
Muslim North Caucasus, 
which is home to scores of 
different ethnic groups that 
have at various times battled 
Russian forces or fought 
among themselves. 

Under Medvedev’s 

predecessor Vladimir Putin, 
a relative calm had returned 
to Chechnya after two 
separatist wars since 1994. 
Now that large-scale fighting 
has ended, the Kremlin has 
focused on pouring money 
into rebuilding efforts as well 
as bolstering local leaders’ 
authority. 

But many of the leaders’ 
strong-arm tactics in 
controlling their regions 
have prompted a backlash. 
Chechnya’s president, 

Ramzan Kadyrov, has been 
blamed for widespreadhuman 
rights abuses. In Ingushetia, 
Yevkurov’s predecessor, 
Murat Zyazikov, was loathed 
by much of the population 
for heavy-handed police 
abuses and he was forced out 
last year. 

Rights groups and Caucasus 
experts have warned that 
arbitrary arrests, torture and 
killings by security forces 
are fueling resentment and 
turning the sympathies 
of some of the civilian 
population to rebel fighters. 
In Ingushetia, one of Russia’s 
poorest regions, the situation 
has been worsened by an 
influx of refugees who fled 
the fighting in Chechnya. A 
lingering territorial dispute 
with neighboring North 
Ossetia that sparked a brief 
war in the early 1990s has 
stoked unrest. 

Speaking in an interview 
with Russian News Service 
radio, Yevkurov repeated 
accusations voiced often 
by the Kremlin and other 
Caucasus leaders that 
instability in the region had 
been fomented by the U.S., 
Britain and Israel.

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U.S. senator says Suu Kyi may ease sanctions stance

Myanmar’s Aung San Suu 
Kyi may agree to Washington 
easing sanctions against the 
military government, a U.S. 
senator said after securing the 
release of an American who 
had been jailed for sneaking 
into the democracy leader’s 
home. 

Sen. Jim Webb of Virginia 
on Sunday ended a short trip 
to Myanmar, bringing with 
him to Thailand John Yettaw, 
whose uninvited stay at 
Suu Kyi’s residence in May 
caused both him and her to 
be arrested. Yettaw received a 
medical checkup Monday in a 
Bangkok hospital. 

During his stay, Webb was 
allowed to meet with Suu Kyi 
— who is under house arrest 


— and held talks with junta 
chief Senior Gen. Than Shwe. 
Webb called Yettaw’s release 
and his permission to see Suu 
Kyi gestures that could lead 
to closer engagement with 
Myanmar’s military regime 
for the benefit of the country’s 
people. His meeting Saturday 
with Than Shwe was the first 
time the reclusive general 
has met with a senior U.S. 
political figure. Suu Kyi is 
known to support Western 
sanctions against her country’s 
government, although her 
precise position is difficult to 
discern because she has not 
been able to speak publicly 
since she was last taken into 
detention in May 2003. 

The United States and other 
Western nations shun the 
military regime, maintaining 
political and economic 


sanctions against it because of 
its poor human rights record 
and failure to relinquish 
power. 

Webb, who chairs the 
Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee’s East Asia and 
Pacific Affairs Subcommittee, 
maintains that the sanctions 
have failed to move Myanmar 
toward democratic reforms 
and is seeking to amend U.S. 
policy, currently under review 
by the Obama administration. 
He said he will report to U.S. 
Secretary of State Hillary 
Rodham Clinton when he 
returns to Washington. 

Webb, at news conference 
Monday in Bangkok, said he 
did not want to misrepresent 
Suu Kyi’s views, but it was 
his “clear impression from 
her that she is not opposed to 
lifting some sanctions,” and 


Australia says China canceled minister’s visit

CANBERRA, Australia (AP) — China 
canceled a senior minister’s visit to Australia 
as part of a diplomatic row over a Uighur 
activist, the government said Tuesday. 
Beijing is angry that Australia defied its 
wishes by granting a visa to Rebiya Kadeer, 
an ethnic Uighur Muslim from China’s west 
who lives in exile in the United States, so that 
she could attend a film festival in the southern 
city of Melbourne this month. 

Relations also have been strained by the arrest 
in China of Australian citizen Stern Hu among 
four employees of the mining giant Rio Tinto 
Ltd. who were charged with infringing trade 
secrets and bribery in the multibillion-dollar 
iron ore trade. 

Foreign Minister Stephen Smith’s office 
confirmed Tuesday that the Kadeer furor was 
the reason Chinese Vice Foreign Minister He 
Yafei did not attend a summit of 16 Pacific 
nation leaders in the northern city of Cairns 
in early August. 

Chinese officials told Australia of the decision 
via “diplomatic channels,” Smith’s office said 
in a statement. The Chinese delegation was 
led instead by a more junior envoy. 

“We regret that the Chinese government has 
felt obliged to take these steps,” the statement 
said, adding that Australia supports Chinese 
sovereignty over its restive Xinjiang region. 
Beijing accuses Kadeer of inciting riots 
between Uighurs and members of the 
dominant Han Chinese group in Xinjiang in 
July that killed at least 197 people and injured 
more than 1,700. She denies it. 

A Chinese Embassy official in Canberra was 
not immediately available for comment. 

The two governments have longer-running 
difference over iron ore pricing and Chinese 


state-controlled investment in Australia’s 
resource industry. 

China has repeatedly complained about steep 
iron ore price hikes in the past two years by 
Australian-listed miners Rio Tinto and BHP 
Billiton. Australia replies that the government 
cannot interfere with free market forces. 
China announced an iron ore supply deal 
Monday with Australian miner Fortescue 
Metals Group in an apparent effort to prod 
global suppliers including Rio Tinto and BHP 
Billiton to cut prices in deadlocked contract 
talks. Fortescue, an ambitious newcomer to 
Australia’s iron ore export market, sold a 16 
percent stake to Chinese steelmaker Hunan 
Valin Iron and Steel Group in February to 
help finance its expansion. 

Australia applies strict national interest tests 
before allowing investment from companies 
controlled by foreign governments such as 
China. Rio Tinto in June dropped a $ 19.5 billion 
deal with the state-controlled Aluminum Corp. 
of China while the Australian government 
mulled the national interest implications of a 
larger Chinese stake. Chinalco, as the Chinese 
company is better known, later subscribed to 
a $15.2 billion share issue to maintain a 9 
percent stake in Rio Tinto. 

Opposition leader Malcolm Turnbull accused 
Prime Minister Kevin Rudd, a mandarin¬ 
speaking former diplomat to Beijing, of 
bringing bilateral relations to “the lowest ebb 
they have been for many, many years.” 

“He obviously has no leverage with China left 
at all,” Turnbull told reporters in Canberra. 
Michael McKinley, an Australian National 
University expert on global relations, said the 
relationship was under strain but remained 
stable because of underlying interests: 
“Australia needs to sell stuff and the Chinese 
need to buy it from regular suppliers.’Q

Chihuahua state official Arturo 
Sandoval said three others 
were hospitalized after the 
attack that killed seven men 
and one woman. 

Ciudad Juarez is one of 
Mexico’s deadliest cities, 
with more than 1,300 killings 
so far this year. The federal 
government has sent thousands 
of soldiers to crack down 
on drug cartels, which have 
responded with unprecedented 
violence. 

Many of the killings are the 
result of battles between rival 
drug smugglers for lucrative 
routes into the United States. 
In the northern city of 
Monterrey, four gunmen 
died in a shootout Monday 
with soldiers and three other 
suspects were detained, said 
Nuevo Leon state Public 
Safety Director Aldo Fasci. 
Three soldiers suffered light 


injuries in the clash. 

Fasci said the confrontation, 
which included a car chase, 
led soldiers to a home where 
an additional five men and a 
woman apparently connected 
to the case were detained. 
Drug gangs in northern 
Mexico frequently operate out 
of “safe houses” in otherwise 
normal neighborhoods. 

In the western city of 
Guadalajara, the manager of 
a singer who specialized in 
drug ballads died Monday 
of wounds he suffered in a 
weekend attack that killed the 
musician. Jorge Altamirano 
Pelayo served as manager for 
Carlos Vicente Ocaranza, who 
was shot to death outside a bar 
Saturday. Ocaranza was known 
for singing “narco-corrido” 
ballads that often glorify the 
feats of drug traffickers. 
Ocaranza was better known 
as “El Loco Elizalde,” or The 
Crazy Elizalde, a reference to 
his distant relation by marriage 
to Valentin Elizalde, a much 
more famous musician who 
was also killed by gunshots in 


2006. Prosecutors in western 
Jalisco state, where Guadalaj ara 
is located, said the assailants 
fled on a motorcycle. Local 
police say Ocaranza received 
death threats in the past and 
are investigating possible drug 
gang links to the crime. 

Drug violence has claimed 
more than 11,000 lives in 
Mexico since President Felipe 
Calderon took office in late 
2006 and launched a major 
offensive against cartels. 

The U.S. State Department 
said Monday that the Obama 
administration last week sent 
Congress a favorable report 
on Mexico’s human rights 
record that could allow the 
release of $ 100 million in U. S. 
aid to help the country fight 
narcotics traffickers. 

In early August, Democratic 
Sen. Patrick Leahy of 
Vermont stopped the release 
of the report on the Merida 
Initiative, a $1.4 billion, three- 
year aid package, saying it 
was premature to give Mexico 
a passing grade on human 
rights. □ 
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N. Korea agrees to resume ioint projects with S. Korea

— North Korea’s decision 
to restart tours run jointly 
with South Korea and allow 
reunions of families separated 
for decades by the peninsula’s 
war is aimed at obtaining 
much-needed foreign currency 
and leverage in negotiations 
with Washington and Seoul, 
experts said. 

Tours to the scenic Diamond 
Mountain resort located just 
north of the world’s most 
heavily fortified border, 
has been a key symbol of 
reconciliation between the 
divided Koreas. But when 
a South Korean was shot 
near the mountain in July 
last year— with tensions 
already high following the 
inauguration of conservative 
South Korean President Lee 
Myung-bak — South Korea 
pulled the plug. 

North Korea ended another 
tour program to historic sites 
in the North Korean border 
city of Kaesong late last year. 
Dates for resumed tours are 
to be worked out later in 
government-to-government 
talks, South Korean officials 
said. But North Korea’s 
announcement Monday of 
their resumption was its latest 
in a series of goodwill gestures 
to Seoul and Washington 
after months of provocations, 
including pulling out of 
nuclear talks, test-firing 
a barrage of missiles and 
conducting an atomic test. 
Earlier this month, the 
North released two jailed 
American journalists, Euna 
Lee and Laura Ling, to former 
President Bill Clinton. On 
Thursday, a South Korean 
worker at a joint industrial 
complex in the North — who 
had been detained since March 

— was freed. 

The announcement followed 
a rare meeting Sunday 
between North Korean leader 
Kim Jong II and Hyun Jung- 
eun, chairwoman of Hyundai 
Group, the South Korean 
operator of the two tour 
programs. Hyun, upon arrival 
in South Korea on Monday, 
said she told Kim of the 
conglomerate’s difficulties in 
its North Korean business and 
“he resolved them all.” 


Hyun also told reporters that 
Kim himself told her that such 
an incident like the shooting 
“will never happen again.” 
Hyundai has poured hundreds 
of millions of dollars into the 
projects aimed at promoting 
ties with the North and their 
suspension caused serious 
losses. The conglomerate’s 
North Korea business arm, 
Hyundai Asan, said losses 
amounted to more than $130 
million. 

Koh Yu-hwan, a North Korea 
expert at Seoul’s Dongguk 
University, said Pyongyang 
appeared to want to “ease its 
economic difficulties at a time 


of full-fledged sanctions” by 
resuming the tour programs 
— which were an important 
source of hard currency for the 
isolated regime. 

North Korea’s centrally 
controlled economy has been 
in shambles over the past 
two decades. The collapse of 
the Soviet Union in the early 
1990s deprived the country of 
a key source of trade and aid. 
Subsequent mismanagement 
and natural disasters have 
also hurt the economy. An 
estimated 2 million people in 
the North died of hunger in the 
mid-1990s. 

Yoo Ho-yeol, a North Korea 


expertatKoreaUniversity, said 
the ailing Kim needs to solve 
the North’s deep economic 
malaise before handing power 
to one of his sons. “The issue 
of feeding people should first 
be resolved to stabilize the 
succession.” Kim, 67, who has 
reportedly suffered a stroke, 
recently indicated his youngest 
son would succeed him. 

Yoo also said Pyongyang 
wants to promote ties with 
Washington and Seoul and 
soften the ground for eventual 
talks. 

“The North knows that a 
condition for dialogue (with 
the U.S.) is the dismantling 


of its nuclear program,” Yoo 
said. “So the North is taking 
a conciliatory gesture to 
soften sanctions imposed on 
it and establish a favorable 
position in negotiations 
while maintaining its nuclear 
weapons program.” 

In Washington, State 
Department spokesman P.J. 
Crowley said Monday the 
North’s announcement is “a 
welcome step” but urged the 
regime to abide by a pledge to 
dismantle its nuclear weapons 
program under an international 
disarmament-for-aid deal. 

“We want to see them 
take definitive steps, 
irreversible steps toward 
denuclearization,” he said. 

It was unclear if South 
Korean President Lee, who 
angered Pyongyang by taking 
a tougher line than his liberal 
predecessors on keeping 
North Korea accountable to 
its commitments on nuclear 
disarmament, would take the 
bait. 

He told a Cabinet meeting 
Monday that an “unshakable 
policy” on North Korea will 
eventually change the regime 
and draw international support. 
It was not clear whether he 
was referring directly to the 
North’s announcement. 

Some analysts said the 
South’s rejection of the 
accords would invite criticism 
at home for failing to resolve 
frayed ties with the North and 
ease tensions on the Korean 
peninsula. 

North Korea’s aim is to “put 
pressure on the South Korean 
government,” said Yang Moo- 
jin, a professor at Seoul’s 
University of North Korean 
Studies. “The North has put 
the ball in South Korea’s 
court.” 

The North also agreed to 
resume reunions of families 
separated since the Korean War 
ended with a fragile armistice 
in 1953. They offered to host 
a meeting at the Diamond 
Mountain resort on this year’s 
annual “Chuseok” autumn 
harvest holiday that falls on 
Oct. 3 and is celebrated in 
both Koreas. 

Family reunions first took 
place in August 2000 and 
have reunited about 20,000 
separated Koreans. They were 
last held in October 2007.□ 


3 Somali gunmen die in attack on UN compound

MOGADISHU, Somalia (AP) — Gunmen stormed a U.N. aid compound in Somalia overnight, 
sparking a gunbattle that killed three of the attackers and wounded one, the agency said 
Monday. 

The attack started when up to 10 gunmen opened fire on guards who refused to let the men 
into the U.N.’s World Food Program compound in Wajid, an aid base in southern Somalia, said 
Peter Smerdon, a spokesman for WFP. The guards returned fire and the gunbattle lasted about 
15 minutes, Smerdon said. 

“WFP commends its guards for their actions in defending the compound and the U.N. staff,” 
said Smerdon. “Talks are under way with the local community and the administration to calm 
down the situation.” 

He said one of the guards was slightly wounded. WFP relocated the nine international staffers 
in Wajid to Kenya, but feeding operations were not affected. 

An Islamic extremist group, al-Shabab, controls the town and Smerdon said the attackers 
were “rogue elements of al-Shabab from outside Wajid.” That could not be independently 
confirmed; witnesses said al-Shabab were not involved.^

APNewsBreak: Anthony sues 
former business manager

DENVER (AP) — Carmelo Anthony is suing his former 
business manager, alleging he misappropriated more than $2 
million of the Denver Nuggets star’s assets. 

The lawsuit, filed in U.S. District Court in Sacramento, 
California on Monday, alleges that Anthony’s former business 
manager, Larry W. Harmon, and employees of Larry Harmon & 
Associates breached their fiduciary duties by transferring $1.75 
million of Anthony’s money without his knowledge or consent 
to a company formed by Harmon, most of it in 2008. 

Another $265,500 was discovered to have been invested in third 
parties without Anthony’s knowledge or consent between 2005 
and 2008, according to the lawsuit, which seeks recovery of the 
approximately $2 million, plus punitive damages. 

“Iintend to aggressivelyrepresentCarmelo Anthony,’’hisBeverly 
Hills-based attorney, Robert W. Hirsh, told The Associated 
Press. “The evidence which I have reviewed strongly suggests 
that Carmelo Anthony’s former business manager plundered his 
assets. It is reprehensible that professional athletes are so often 
victimized.” 

Reached at his office in Roseville, California, Harmon said he 
was unaware of the lawsuit. 

He declined to comment on the allegations in the lawsuit or on 
his dealings with Anthony. “I guess I’ll just wait and see what 
he alleges,” Harmon said. 
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Isinbayeva loses pole vault title at world championships

BERLIN (AP) — Olympic 
champion Yelena Isinbayeva 
lost her five-year stranglehold 
on the pole vault Monday, 
failing to clear any height at 
the world championships. 

In stark contrast, Kenenisa 
Bekele and the Jamaican 
sprinters were as predictable 
as ever. 

Bekele extended his 
domination over the 10,000 
meters with a fourth straight 
world title and Shelly-Ann 
Fraser added one to her 
Olympic gold in the 100. 
Isinbayeva had won all major 
titles since the 2004 Athens 
Games and saw a difficult 
year hit an unexpected low 
when the bar fell down on her 
at 4.80 meters. As the Russian 
held her head in despair, Anna 
Rogowska of Poland, who beat 
her at a meet in London last 
month, celebrated unexpected 
gold. She had cleared 4.75 
meters. 

“I have no proper explanation,” 
the Russian said. “Everything 
was perfect. I was confident. 
... I did not expect it.” 

Unlike Isinbayeva, Bekele 
didn’t use 10 fingers to hide 
his face. He was holding up 
just one to show he remains 
the undisputed No. 1 when 
entering the final straight, 
having used his famed final 
kick to distance Zersenay 
Tadese of Eritrea by about 
20 meters. As if he had been 
out on a jog, the Ethiopian 
immediately went on a victory 
lap with his teammates. 
Equaling the four world 
titles of Haile Gebrselassie, 
Bekele is challenging him 
ever more as Africa’s greatest 
ever distance runner. He will 
decide later whether to go for 
a long-distance double. 

Over the shortest distances, 
Jamaica emerged ever stronger 
as the greatest nation. 

Fraser blasted out of the blocks 
and led throughout the race to 
give Jamaica its second sprint 
gold in as many days. Usain 
Bolt won the men’s 100 in 
a world record time of 9.58 
seconds on Sunday. 

“It is a motivation because 
Usain Bolt was really 
magnificent,” Fraser said. “We 
have to ride the occasion.” 
Fraser finished in 10.73

seconds, and behind her, 
fast approaching teammate 
Kerron Stewart finished in 
10.75, also crossing in a blur 
of Jamaican yellow. United 
States champion Carmelita 
Jeter was never in the race and 
finished third in 10.90, edging 
defending champion Veronica 
Campbell-Brown, a third 
Jamaican in the top four. 
Adding another morose touch 
to the American team, sprinter 
Tyson Gay said he would not 
compete in a rematch with 
100-meter champion Usain 
Bolt in the 200 later this 
week because of a nagging 
groin injury. “Rather than risk 


further injury, I’ve decided 
that I will not compete in 
tomorrow’s first round of the 
200,” Gay said in a statement. 
“This decision will give me 
the best chance to be ready 
for the (4x100) relay. I want to 
help our relay as best I can.” 
Gay’s withdrawal left the 
United States under more 
pressure in the battle for sprint 
domination with the Jamaicans, 
a race they now trail 2-0. If 
Isinbayeva’s collapse was a 
surprise when she held her 
head in her hands on the mat, 
with the bar alongside her, 
so was the defeat of another 
Russian, Gulnara Galkina, in 


the steeplechase. 

The Olympic champion 
fell back over the final lap, 
allowing Marta Dominguez of 
Spain to win gold. 

Dominguez, the silver medalist 
at the 2001 and 2003 worlds, 
raced past Yuliya Zarudneva 
of Russia in the last 100 meters 
and waved her orange head 
band in celebration. Milcah 
Chemos Cheywa of Kenya 
was third and Galkina finished 
fourth. 

Olympic champion Primoz 
Kozmus of Slovenia won the 
gold in the hammer throw, 
beating former Olympic 
champion Szymon Ziolkowski 


of Poland. Aleksey Zagomyi 
of Russia took bronze. 
Kozmus took the lead on his 
second attempt but put more 
shine on his victory with a 
winning throw of80.84 meters 
on his last attempt — with 
gold already assured. 
Ziolkowski, showing his best 
form since taking gold at the 
2000 Sydney Games and 2001 
worlds in Edmonton, threw 
79.30. 

Yargelis Savigne of Cuba 
successfully defended 

her triple jump title, and 
compatriot Mabel Gay picked 
up the silver. 

Already leading after three 
rounds, Savigne took the title 
with her best jump of 14.95 
meters on her fifth attempt. 
Gay finished second with 
a jump of 14.61, and Anna 
Pyatykh of Russia took bronze 
with a jump of 14.58. 

The biggest surprise came in 
the women’s 800 semifinals 
when Pamela Jelimo stepped 
off the track after falling 
behind. The 19-year-old 
Kenyan stopped running with 
250 meters to go. 

She had been troubled by 
injury this season after a 
perfect 16-for-16 season last 
year. 

The departure of Jelimo left 
Caster Semenya of South 
Africa, who won her semifinal 
heat, as the favorite for 
Wednesday’s final. Defending 
champion Janeth Jepkosgei 
finished third in her heat and 
advanced on time. □

“All of us are sitting back waiting to hear why 
they walked away from a deal that generated 
$8 billion.” 

Apparently, players are listening. 

Three-time Pro Bowl center Jeff Saturday, the 
Colts’ player representative, acknowledged he 
has spoken with teammates about the need to 
save more money now. 

Pittsburgh quarterback Charlie Batch said 
earlier this month that he also has spoken 
with teammates about the possibility of losing 
benefits such as health insurance and 401(k) 
retirement plans if there is a work stoppage. 
And Tennessee center Kevin Mawae, NFLPA 
president, has joined the chorus. 

“In the event that there is a lockout, it makes 
sense. It’s the smartest thing to do,” he said last 
week. 

“Obviously, we don’t want it to get to that 
point but we want our players to be prepared.” 
But league spokesman Greg Aiello tamped 
down the prognostications. 

“We are preparing to negotiate a new 
agreement,” Aiello said. “We have had two 
meetings with NFLPA leadership, and we 
expect to have more. But we have at least two 
seasons of football left before the contract 


expires.” 

The original collective bargaining agreement 
was to run through 2013. Owners opted out of 
the deal in May 2008, citing economic problems 
that send nearly 60 percent of revenues to the 
players — a number owners call excessive.

“I’m happy to talk about a change in the 
disciplinary policy, 18 games or whatever,”

Un millon de guatemaltecos 
en riesgo de pasar hambre 


GUATEMALA (AP) - Las autoridades estiman 
que debido a laperdida de las cosechas de granos 
basicos provocada por las lluvias irregulares 
y a un repunte en enfermedades estacionales 
existe la posibilidad que al menos un millon 
habitantes pase hambre en lo que resta del ano. 
“Lo que tenemos es un problema de escasez 
de alimentos, como lo hay todos los anos, pero 
ademas se han exacerbado las enfermedades 
como la diarrea y la bronconeumonia que 
afectan sobre todo a los ninos”, dijo a la AP 
el secretario de Seguridad Alimentaria (Sesan), 
Juan Aguilar. 

De acuerdo con las estimaciones de la Sesan, 
los habitantes de mas de 100 comunidades estan 
en altisimo riesgo de padecer hambre ya que se 
han perdido las cosechas de maiz y frijol. 

En algunos departamentos del este del pais, 


de 13 millones de habitantes, se ha echado a 
perder hasta el 80% de la cosecha de granos 
basicos. 

“La situacion esta dificil, esta critica. Estamos 
preocupados”, dijo Aguilar. 

El gobierno ya traslado unos 60 millones de 
quetzales (unos 7,25 millones de dolares) al 
viceministerio de Seguridad Alimentaria del 
Ministerio de Agricultura, que se encargara de 
repartir bolsas de viveres entre quienes mas lo 
necesiten. 

La situacion es particularmente dificil en 
el departamento de Jalapa, ubicado a unos 
100 kilometros al este de la capital, donde la 
prensa local ha dado cuenta de unos 60 casos 
de desnutricion severa y al menos 17 fallecidos 
por esa causa. □
